This is a dispute between the Management of the Kerala Industrial 
Works, Palayad, Cannanore District, and their workmen represented by the 
Secretary, Kerala Industrial Workers Union , Palayad , which has been 
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referred for adjudication to this Tribunal by Government Order No. 76293 / 
H3/63/HLD dated 30-11-1963 of the Health and Labour Department 
(Health H ) of theGovernment of Kerala . The issues referred for adjudi. 
cation are : 

( 1) Bonus for the year 1962 . 

(2 ) Gratuity Scheme to the workers. 
2. The Union filed its statement on 2-1-1964 claiming 15 % as bonus for 
the year 1962. Regarding issue 2, it was stated that no such demand was 
included by the Union in its charter of demands submitted to the Manage 
ment on 12-4-1963 and therefore the Union does not press that claim . 

3 The Management filed their reply statement on 27-2-1964 contending 
that they have already given 61 % of the earnings as bonus for the year 1962 
and that no further increase in bonus is called for . As regards issue- 2 it is 
contended that as there was no such demand by the workmen , it cannot be 
the subject matter of a reference and the reference is therefore bad in law . 
It is further stated that since the Union has filed a writ petition in the High 
Court as O. P. 2448/63 for quashing the order of reference , the trial of this 
case may be stayed pending disposal of the above Original Petition . The 
Union filed a rejoinder on 13-3-1964 reiterating its claim for higher bonus. 

4 . When this case stood posted for evidence there was a stay order from 
the High Court from O. P. 2448/63 , and further proceedings were accord 
ingly stayed . It is now submitted by the learned counsel appearing for the 
Union that since the High Court has quashed the order of reference by its 
order dated 13th October, 1964 and since the Government hasmade another 
reference to this Tribunal which has been registered as I. D. No. 45/65 in 
this court there is no need to go into this dispute. The Union has also filed 
a petition to that effect. 

5. In view of the fact that the reference order in I. D. 45/65 now pending 
before this Tribunal has the effect of superseding the reference order in the 
present dispute, I pass this award rejecting the present reference. The dispute 
between the parties would be gone into and decided in I. D. 45/65 .

A candidate who desires to sit for Grade II or 
Final in any subject should have either passed in the Grade I or II respecti 
vely or prove to the satisfaction of the undersigned that he possesses an 
adequate knowledge of the subject included in the Institutes syllabus for 
the grade for which exemption is sought. 

III. Candidates are , however, advised to refer to the Regulations and

IV . Examinations in subjects which include practical test will be held 
at this centre provided sufficient number of candidates appears for the 
Examinations and provided also there are facilities in the centre for the 
conduct of such practical test. 

V. A candidate for Electrical Engineering will:be required to produce 
evidence that he has satisfactorily attended a course of lectures and laboratory 
instructions in an institute recognised by the Director of Technical Education 
ofKerala and that the progress of record of his practical work has been 
satisfactory .
